REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Surry: 


I herewith submit my third report as Superintendent of 
Schools. 


ORGANIZATION AND ENROLLMENT 
The program of standard diagnostic tests which was begun last 
year will be continued with a few changes. In accordance with the 
program as outlined, every pupil will be thoroughly examined for 
deficiencies in silent reading, fundamental processes in arithmetic, 
and language usage. 

A grade standard has been established for each subject tested 
and the tests are especially designed to point specifically to types 
of deficiencies. 

The real value of the testing program depends upon the 
thoroughness of the subsequent corrective work which is done by 
the teachers. Re-tests were given last year in several schools of the 
union after a period of remedial instruction. The results indicated 
a very fair percentage of correction. 

The continued use of a testing program of this nature will 
influence the efficiency of instruction and will indicate where 
emphasis should be placed in teaching the fundamentals. 

Standard tests, however, are only rough estimates of the 
effectiveness of the general education of our pupils. 

We are primarily interested in the growth of our young people 
in ideals, attitudes, and habits. These traits are not measurable 
by any tests now in use, but we know from experience that they are 
developed by a good teacher in a well conducted school.

Forms of the following tests are used according to the grades 
for which they are especially designed : 

Haggerty Reading Examination. 

Shank Test in Reading Comprehension. 

Spencer Diagnostic Test in Arithmetic. 

Gregory Diagnostic Language Test. 

Metropolitan Achievement Test. 

A standard graduation test is given each year to all pupils in 
the eighth grade. 

An attempt has been made to unify the text books in use in 
the schools of the supervisory union. For several years a definite 
program of text book adoptions has been followed. Books are 
selected which are adapted to the grades for which they are intended 
and which are in accordance with the material outlined in the 
State Program of Studies. New books are purchased as far as 
possible, according to this standard with the result that the pupils 
in the various schools will eventually be using the same material. 
This should be an advantage when children transfer from one 
school to another. 


The teachers are making very good use of the excellent work- 
book material which has recently been made available in the differ- 
ent subjects. This material when carefully selected and correctly 
used has much value. The better workbooks are prepared by recog- 
nized authorities. In the rural schools the use of workbooks has 
helped to solve the problem of organizing the work of the study 
groups.

During the year 25 school visits were made. 12 home visits 
were made to investigate absences from school and to encourage 
parents to have their children’s defects corrected. Conferences with 
members of the school were held on matters pertaining to health 
work in the schools. 


The Cod Liver Oil and Milk, also the correction of defects, 
financed under The Child Health Recovery program, has been 
very beneficial to the children. The responsibility ‘to carry-on, now 
that federal assistance is not available, rests with the parents and 
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the community. Intelligent parents know that no other food can 
replace milk in the child’s diet. It is needed to supply calcium for 
the development of bone and teeth. 

The presence in the mouth of decayed and abcessed teeth, both 
temporary and permanent, increases the susceptibility to com- 
municable diseases and undoubtedly helps to infect tonsils, cause 
enlarged glands, digestive disorders and other troubles. The first 
teeth must be watched carefully and kept clean, a little cotton on 
a tooth-pick, or a small soft brush should be used to remove par- 
ticles of food from between and around them. If through careless- 
ness or oversight a cavity appears it should be filled immediately. 

Many children who come to the clinics have previously lost 
or have to have extracted one to all four of the so-called ‘‘six year 
molars,” which most parents do not trouble about, thinking them 
temporary teeth. 

Good nutrition and, daily cleansing of the temporary teeth 
and having cavities filled promptly would undoubtedly result in a 
much more perfect permanent set, and save parents the expense of 
filing cavities, probably caused by the presence of decayed and 
abcessed temporary teeth in the mouth. 

Have your dentist inspect your childrens temporary teeth for 
cavities which you may not have discovered. 

Children need not have fear, usually they hke to go to the 
dentist. 

I thank the school officials, teachers, parents, pupils and 
others who have helped to promote the health work in the school.
